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TIGHT HUSKS KEEP

Reduction of the ravages of the corn 
earworm by at least one-half is possible if 
corn growers will take certain precautions 
recommended by the Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy in Farmers’ Bulletin 1310, The Corn 


Earworm, by W. J. Phillips and Kenneth M. 
King, entomologists, recently issued by the 
United Btates Department of Agriculture. 
A conservative estimate made by the de- 
partment of the annual loss caused by the 
earworm is $40,000,000. Little cost or effort 
is involved in lessening this loss, experts 
say, if each growery gf corn will select a 
variety well suited to his local conditions, 
but having a long, tight husk, and if he will 
plant this variety, in good soil, so 
have it in silk at the most favorable 
that is, when the moths of the ca 
Yeast abundant.

Breeding for etiduraiice in the poultry 
flock is a Subject that requires a great deal 
of practical knowledge by the breeder who 
expects to get very far in breeding for high- 

production. 

. A. Behofield, a Los Angeles business 
man and poultry breeder, who has given a 
‘Sreat deal of attention to breeding, mating 
and jndging of poultry, aad a man whe has 
had a wide experience with commercial 
flocks, believes that breeding for endurance 
is not receiving sufficient attention. “The 
breeders of commercial stock,” he say 
“have been and are yet divided into two 
classes: those who rely on trapnest records 
exclusively, and those who select their 
breeders by observing certain physical char- 
acteristics. 


“As poultrymen,” he adds, “we ought to 
quit our wrangling and work together. The 
average trapnester who follows a breeding 
plan of merely mating together his high-rec- 
ord birds, never gets anywhere; while the 
man who uses only inspection has no way 
to test out his ideas and therefore falls 
into serious error when selecting his favor- 
ite type. We find the tendency to high pro- 
duction in many different types, but the 
hen that can stand the strain successfully 
for long periods is usually of a quite defi- 
nite type. should be no conflict of 
opinion

that we have paid too little attention to 
the ability of a hen to elaborate sufficient 
ash, not only for the shell, but also those 
Tifinitesimal amounts of organic ash that 
are so essential to the successful production 
of hatching eggs. The shell is an essential 
part of the egg—mot merely a protection, 
as we are usually taught. Even among 


some who have done yeoman service in th 


increasing egg production, no attention is 
paid to the quality of the shell and as a 
result poultrymen who have secured stock 
from these breeders find it almost impossi- 
ble to secure satisfactory hatches. It is 
merely a waste of time to set eggs from 
hens laying thin and crooked shells with an 
idea of securing superior young stock. 

“Do not be impatient with the high pro 
ducers, for the intensity of laying. is great- 
er than the*capacity to fulfill the function, 
and, under these circumstances, the egg 
does not contain the right elements@for giv- 
ing the chick the proper endowment. In- 
tensity of laying is one of the easiest quall- 
ties to secure. Two or three generations of 
high-record stock, as determined by the 
trapnest, will, for one generation, give us

Is Little Known 


HE Alaska Peninsula extends for about 

360 miles southwest from the Cold Bay 
district.

The Geo- 
logical Survey reports that the Jurassic 
rocks extend for a distance of at least 100 
miles south and west of the Cold Bay dis- 


Ot] seepages ‘have teen reported from the 
neighborhood of Chignik, about 150 miles 
southwest of Cold Bay, and also at a point 
near the end of the peninsula, about 300 
miles southwest from Cold Bay. Further 
anticlines, favorable for the accumulation 
of petroleum, probably will be found in this 
area. 

About thirty-five wells have been drilled 
in the Katalla ofl field. Of this number 
twenty have been drilled on the patented 
claim of 151 acres, where there has been 
the only prospecting and production in 
Alaska since the withdrawal of entry of oil 
lands on Nov. 2, 1910. 

Some of the wells drilled years ago on 
other claims discovered oil, but whether in 
economic quantities remains to be deter- 
mined by further tests. I recently visited 
several of these old wells and saw ample 
evidence of the discovery of petroleum. At 
Redwood well No. 108 (as shown on United 
States Geological Survey maps.) the well 
was full of fluid and oil was trickling over 
the top of the open casing. This well is 
about a mile northeast of the group of op- 
erating wells on the patented claims. 

The Chilkat Oil Company owns the pat- 
ented claim and operates the thirteen pro- 
ducing wells that have been drilled on it. 
These wells are being pumped by steam, 
and the production of about 1000 barrels a 
month of 44 deg. Baume gravity paraffin 
base petroleum is piped to the small re- 
finery, owned and operated by the same 
company, and situated about half a mile to 
the west on Katalla Slough. -

EED of fuel oil to be used in railroad 

service, called into existence, first, the 
Petroleum Development Company and, la- 
ter, the Chanslor-Canfield Midway Oil Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Santa Fe Railway 
Company. Until the darly nineties nothing 
but coal had been used as fuel for the loco- 
motives of the Santa Fe Coast lines. Some 
of this coal came from New Mexico, but 
much of it was brought in sailing vessels 
from Australia. Although conditions exist- 
ing in this ocean service made it possible 
to transport the coal at a comparatively 
low rate, the final cost of about $7.00 per 
“ton, made fuel an expensive item in rail- 
road operation. When looking around for 
a lower-priced substitute for’ coal, atten- 
tion was called to the successful use of oil 
in railroad service abroad, especially in 
Russia and Peru. 


The first purchase of oil-bearing lands 
in the interests of the Santa Fe was made 
in December, 1896, when 320 acres were 
acquired at Olinda, Orange county, Califor- 
nia, northeast of the city of Fullerton. The 
first well was finished in the early summer 
of 1898 and,.at a depth of 750 feet, pro- 
duced fifty barrels of ofl per day. Since 
then, wells have been drilled in the same 
field to 3000 and 4000 feet, and production 
has been greatly increased ag the deeper 
sands have been penetrated, several wells 
flowing at the rate of from 2600 to 3000 
barrels per day. 


There are at present ninety producing 
wells belonging to the company in this 
field——-known as the Olinda-Richfield Dis- 
trict—and the total production of the com- 

y's wells in this field in the past twenty- 
our years is estimated at about 16,000,000 
barrels. it has been the most consistent 
producer of any of the flelds owned by the 
company. 


Natural gas from the wells scattered 
over the field is pwnped through four-inch 
mains to the plant at the Olinda Gasoline 
Company, by two 42-horsepower horizonta! 
compressor engines. This plant has a 
daily capacity of 6,000,000 cubic feet of gas, 
with an output of 300,000 gallons of gaso- 
line. The gas ise delivered te industrial and 
adrmestic users in the surrounding towns by 
a distributing company. 


Then this field 330,000,000 barrels of ofl 
have been produced, representing nearly a 
quarter of the record production of the en- 
tire State of California to the end of 1921. 


This company controls 12,750 acres of 
oll land In this district, of which 4000 acres 
are owned and 8750 acres are leased. There 
are at present 285 wells, with an average 
depth of 2500 feet, and producing oll with 
a gravity of 14 to 26 degrees Baume. The 
total production of the company’s wells to 
date is estimated at over 35,000,000 barrels. 


This company drilled the discovery well 
in the Kern River Field and. also has the 
deepest well, 5180 feet. In this field the 
company owns $40 acres. has 138 wells, and 
to date has secured about 9,000,000 barrels 
of oi] from this property. 


Considerable property is owned by the 
company in the Santa Fe Springs Field, 
adjoining the Bell No. 1 well of the Union 
Oil Company of California. As the oil from 
this field is of high gravity and unsuited to 
railroad use the company acreage has been 
leased to the General Petroleum Corpora- 


What is believed to he a field of great 
extent and importance Has been pioneered 
by the company at Torrance. Already six 
wells have been completed, which*are pro- 
ducing approximately 46,000 barrels of oil 
per month, The company owns 4000 acres 
in this district and has seven of its own 
strings of tools in operation. 


In several of the fields in which the 
company is operating mode) villages have 
been built. Officials are particularly proud 
of Vernette, in the Fellows District. Al- 
though located in arid territory originally 
covered with sage brush, this camp 
been turned into a beauty spot, with § at- 
tractive cottages, surrounded by lawns and 
shade trees, and an office building set in a 
small park.
